DEMANDS DOOKS 
OF STEEL TRDST 


Chairman Stanley Lays Down Law 


to President Farrell. 


POWER OF THE GOVERNMENT 


W ill Be Exerted, if Necessary, to Bring 


Before the House Committee Inves­ 


tigating the Steel T ru st the Records 


of the Corporation Bearing on the 


Cost of Producing Iron and Steel 


Products. 


Washingto n, Jan. 23. — The featu re 
o f Chairman Stanley’s examinatio n o f 
James F. Farrell, president 
o f the 
United States Steel co rpo ratio n, who 
appeared as a witness befo re the steel 
co mmittee, was a threat that the spe­ 
cial co mmittee o f 
the ho u se wro u ld 
fo rce the co rpo ratio n, if necessary, to 
yield certain reco rds bearing o n the 
co st o f pro du cing iro n and steel pro ­ 
du cts. Mr. Stanley’s threat came at the 
co nclu sio n o f a lo ng wrangle o ver the 
co st sheets o f the steel co rpo ratio n. 
President Farrell repeatedly insisting 
that he had no o bjectio n to the su b­ 
missio n o f su ch reco rds fo r the peru sal 
o f the co mmittee, bu t that he did o b­ 
ject to the general pu blicatio n o f whqt 
he called “trade secrets.” 
“We will get tho se reco rds,” declar­ 
ed Chairman Stanley to Mr. Farrell, 
“if there is any po wer in the go vern­ 
ment left to attain su o h an end.” 
Like all the witnesses o f the steel 
cro po ratio n who have appeared in this 
inqu iry. President Farrell was led into 
the field o f specu latio n and co njectu re, 
and was finally 
invited to give his 
views as to what laws sho u ld be pass­ 
ed to co rrect evils in co rpo rate man­ 
agement. 
The u psho t o f the pro ceedings was 
an agreement that the steel co rpo ra­ 
tio n wo u ld su bmit to the co mmittee 
co mpilatio ns sho wing general average 
co sJ;s and that the co mmittee statis­ 
tician sho u ld have access, if he so de­ 
sired. to the o riginal 
reco rds fro m 
which these co mpilatio ns were made. 
In the su mmo ns citing him to ap­ 
pear Mr. Farrell w-as o rdered to bring 
alo ng bo o ks and reco rds o f the co rpo r­ 
atio n itself and minu te bo o ks o f the 
su bsidiary co ncerns, amo ng them the 
papers o f the Carnegie Steel co mpam 
prio r to its abso rptio n in 19 01. 
Mr 
Farrell testified that he was no t the 
cu sto dian o f the papers o f the su bsid­ 
iaries, that, he had no kno wledge o f 
their whereabo u ts and was in no way 
respo nsible fo r them. 
As a resu lt o f 
Mr. Farrell’s testimo ny in this regard, 
su bpenas will be issu ed fo r the presi­ 
dents o f practically all the su bsidiary 
steel co mpanies and they will be o r­ 
dered to bring the reco rds so u ght in 
the su mmo ns served o n President Far­ 
rell. 
Mr. Farrell to o k issu e with o ther 
co rpo ratio n o fficials who have appear­ 
ed, as to the kind o f laws that sho u ld 
be passed to 
regu late co rpo ratio ns. 
He disagreed wu th Ju dge Gary, Andy 
Carnegie and o thers that the go vern­ 
ment shro u ld fix the prices fo r indu s­ 
trial co rpo ratio ns. 
He said the exer­ 
cise o f su ch a po wer wo u ld no t be prac­ 
ticable. Mr. Farrell reco mmended the 
creatio n o f a bo ard that wo u ld give 
pu blicity to the affairs o f co rpo ratio ns 
and su ggested that su ch a bo ard wo u ld 
have the po wer o f fo rfeitu re if it were 
sho wn that an indu strial co rpo ratio n 
so ld at u nreaso nably high rates. 
Referring to the Gary dinners, Mr 
Farrell denied that these fu nctio ns 
were held as a means o f evading the 
lawr aimed at co mbinatio ns in restraint 
o f trade. 
He to o k issu e with the as 
sertio n o f a member o f the co mmit­ 
tee that $28 is an exo rbitant price fo r 
rails, and denied that the figu re which 
had been maintained fo r a lo ng time 
was fixed by agreement.

I will ask you not to dispose of my 
box today nor on the following days, 
for I cannot end this letter w ithout 
telling 
you 
how 
disagreeably 
sur­ 
prised I have been once or twice, to 
hear, on arriving at the opera, tha t 
m y box had been sold, at the box- 
| office, by your orders.

“I did net protest, first, because I 
dislik e scandal, and, second, because 
I I 
thought tha t 
your 
predecessors, 
MM. Debienne and Poligny, who w ere 
alw ays charm ing to me, had neglect- 
1 ed, before leaving, to m ention my lit-

The following m enu is suitable 
for 
a paper bag cook ed dinner, to 
be 
served during w inter m onths, when 
the Occasion is m ore than ordinary, 
say on a national holiday, or some 
special fam ily or com m unity event: 
Blue Fish or Sea T rout, Plank ed 
Sliced Potatoes 
B uttered B eets 
Cold Slaw 
Baron of Beef, R oasted 
Bak ed Squash Celery Salsify Stewed 
Cold Bak ed Apples w ith Rum 
and Sugar 
Rom aine Salad w ith Cheese Balls. 
Sharp F rench D ressing 
B iscuit 
Plum Pudding, Bra,ndy Sauce 
N ut Candy 
Stuffed D ates 
Hom em ade Citron 
The fish will require a plank , oak , 
of course, and proportioned to the 
size of the biggest paper bag. 
Get 
it as thin as possible—half an inch, 
say. 
Scour it well, then grease w’ith 
oil or butter, heat gently and wipe off 
all surplus grease w hile still wafm. 
This before undertak ing to use it. It 
m ust be heated very hot underneath 
the gas flame before the fish goes 
on it. 
Sprink le rock salt thick ly over 
it to prevent charring, dash it off 
•and grease very thick ly, then lay 
upon it your fish, opened flat, sea­ 
soned, and well-greased all over the 
sk in side. 
Season it on top w ith salt, 
black and red pepper, a few toasted 
bread 
crum bs 
or 
a 
little 
grated 
cheese, thin slices of onion and raw’ 
peeled tom atoes. 
Lack ing fresh to­ 
m atoes, put on a little tom ato catsup. 
Squeeze lemon juice over all and dot 
plentifully w ith butter. 
F latten well 
on the plank , then slip plank and fish 
inside a thick ly-buttered bag and cook 
in a hot oven fifteen to tw enty m in­ 
utes, according to the thick ness of 
the fish. 
The beef baron—the double sirloin 
—needs only to be roasted In a bag 
afte r greasing it very well all over. 
Do not salt it. 
R oast according to 
w eight—fifteen m inutes to the pound 
for rare m eat, tw enty for well done. 
Mak e sliced potatoes as previously 
directed, also cold slaw\ B eets should 
be boiled quick ly, putting them on 
in cold w ater, peeled as soon as done, 
and buttered w hile still very hot. Sea­ 
son w ith salt and pepper, also a dash 
of 
either 
vinegar 
or 
lem on juice. 
Bak ed 
squash 
has 
been 
exploited, 
stew ed salsify lik ew’ise. 
Serve the cold bak ed apples as a 
sort of sorbet—a course 
to 
them ­ 
selves. 
Peel and bak e the apples in 
a buttered bag. with a teaspoonful of 
sugar to each apple. 
Put in the serv­ 
ing di3h, and 
while still very hot 
pour over a desertspoonful of rum 
to the apple. 
Let cool and serve w ith 
w afer-biscuit toasted very crisp. 
For the salad, break crisp rom aine 
in tw’o-inch bits, m ak e a very sharp 
French dressing, putting in a little 
lem on juice with the vinegar, adding 
salt, celery salt, onion juice, W or­ 
ce ste r sauce, black and red pepper, 
and a m ere suspicion of mus*ard. 
Sour claret m ak e tak e the place of 
vinegar and lemon juice—you m ust 
aim a t a very piquant flavor to give 
a tang to the mild cheese balls and 
biscuit. 
Shape the balls w’ith butter 
moulds from cream cheese softened 
w ith either a little oil or sw eet cream . 
Roll them in finely ground nuts and 
stick a tiny sprig of parsley in each. 
Mak e very sm all biscuit to go w ith 


them, a nd ba ke so they ma y co me to 
ta ble v ery , v ery ho t. 
Plum pudding sho uld be in ba nd; 
bea t it well either o v er ho t wa ter o r 
inside a ba g. 
F or the nut candy, use either black 
wa lnuts, scaly b ark s 
or 
pecans— I 
giv e them in the order of preference. 
A m ixture of all three is not 
so ba d, 
hut the crisp richness of fresh black 
wa lnut goodies appeals m ost 
to my 
ta ste. C rack the nuts and pick o ut 
the k ernels in as big pieces a s pos­ 
sible. 
Be careful not to let bits of 
shell fall am ong the m eats. 
M easure 
them after pick ing out, for each heap­ 
ing cup of nuts tak e a level cup 
o f 
soft sugar and half a cup of w ater. 
Cook sugar and w’ater together till 
it ropes from the spoon. 
H ave the 
nuts in round, ra the r shallow vessel, 
well greased. 
Pour the hot syrup up­ 
on them and stir about until the candy 
hardens around the k ernels. 
Mak e your own stuffed dates. 
Pick 
out the largest, firm est fruit, w ash 
quick ly in cold w ater, drain, and tak e 
out the seed. 
Stick into the cut side 
either a nut, a bit of crystallized gin­ 
ger, a little candied peel, or a bit of 
citron. 
Roll in confectioner’s sugar 
and lay in a very lightly-greased bag, 
left open a t the end, in a cool oven 
to harden. D rain strips of citron from 
the ir syrup, roll in sugar and dry off 
the sam e way. 
T he country-bred m ay lik e to have 
eithe r squash or pum pk in served as 
a vegetable. 
Peel, c ut up, bak e soft 
and m ash, then season w’ell w ith salt, 
a little pepper and a tiny bit of onion 
juice. 
M ak e in a cak e and lay in a 
paper bag m ould or a wrell-buttered 
bag. 
Lay thin strips of bacon over 
the cak e, seal an 
cook in a hot oven 
ten to tw elve m inutes. 
T urn ou‘ in 
a hot dish and serve w ith the beef. 
Pum pk in in particular, m ashed and 
cook ed in the gravy of roast fresh 
pork , is tem pting and toothsom e, to 
say nothing of being som ew hat out of 
the common. 
As an accom panim ent 
to roast suck ling pig, it has no su­ 
perior, unless it may be yellow yam s.

Landlady Who Roomed Ernest Basey, 
Walking Delegate of the Iron Work­ 
ers, Tells Federal Grand Jury That 
the Night of the Von Spreckelsen 
Explosion Basey Told Her That She 
Would Presently Hear a Big Noise. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 23.—‘Ernest Basey, 
the walking delegate of the iron work­ 
ers. who was in frequent conference 
with the dynamiters, and Mrs. Alia 
Hawkins, at whose house the dyna­ 
m iters who wrecked the Von Spreck­ 
elsen buildings in this city, boarded 
for several 
days, 
were called 
be­ 
fore the federal grand jury. 
Patrick 
Fitzpatrick, a former member of the 
lion workers and living here, bu* who 
has been away for more than a year, 
was another witness whose presence 
excited much interest. 
Basey, who since the arrest of John 
J. McNamara has been spending most 
of his time away from Indianapolis, 
was brought here by the government, 
but officials refused to say where he 
had been spending his time recently, 
or where he was when subpenaed. 
According to Mrs. Hawkins’s story he 
left her house on the night of t£e Von 
Spreckelsen 
explosion 
in 
company 
with three strangers in an auto. 
Re­ 
turning, she says he told her she would 
hear a big noise that night. 
According to John Halfman, a saloon 
keeper, Basey is the man who paid the 
rent and made all arrangem ents for 
two strangers who were kept in seclu­ 
sion above the saloon for three weeks 
prior to the explosion. 
It is not be­ 
lieved that the testim ony of either 
Mrs. Hawkins or Halfman has been 
completed. 
District Attorney Miller says he does 
not believe that the end of the inves­ 
tigation will be more than three or 
four days from the original estim ate 
he made, when he predicted the end 
for February I. 
At the government 
building it is expected, however, that 
the three or four days will probably 
run into February. 
While something like 200 witnesses 
called for the investigation have been 
heard, there are many who have not 
yet testified, and United States Mar­ 
shal Ed Schmidt and his force are kept 
busy rounding up witnesses.

built sample crates in an experiment­ 
al way until the result is satisfactory 
to me, and I feel sure will be to those

who wish to build crates after this 
pattern, writes E. F. Barry, in 
the 
Successful Farming. 
The drawing will give a corect idea 
of how to put the crates together and 
the following lumber bills will if fol­ 
lowed give correct results. 
The m aterial, if a person is to use 
any number of these crates of a cer­ 
tain size he can best go to a box fac­ 
tory or mill and have them cut to or­ 
der. 
The long stock should consist 
of 
boards any length six inches wide by 
three-eighths inch thick to be used for 
bottom. 
Slats 
any 
length 
three 
Inches wide by 
three-eighths 
inch 
thick. 
Fram e stock any length three 
Inches wide 
by 
three-fourths 
inch 
thick. Common stock spruce surfaced 
two sides. 
It will be found desirable to make 
three sizes of these crates of a suit­ 
able height for broilers and fryers and 
at least two sizes for m ature fowl and 
for turkeys.

The committee recommends that the 
Remsen board, which has been regard 
ed as opposing Dr. Wiley, be discon 
tlnued unless sanctioned by legislative 
action and suggests changes in the ad­ 
m inistration of the pure food laws. 
The report of the committee is 
unanimous. Its language is tem perate 
and does not go so far as some of the 
adherents of Dr. Wiley hoped, but it 
recommends that the bureau of chem­ 
istry, headed by Dr. Wiley, be given 
greater latitude in the administration 
of the pure food laws. 
The report is signed by Representa­ 
tives Moss, chairman; Floyd, Daugh 
ton, Mays, Democrats, and Higgins, 
French, Sloan, Republicans.
